The firft abfolute 
Power infinite,andinfinitely Good,with 
his will eternally decreed acreation: and 
with hisinfinite ation and {pirit effected 
thefame:I nfinite in the Creator,though 
determined and finite in the Creature, 
Ad modum Recipientis, Sowe finde in this 
workmanfhip of the Almighty three 
caufes, which area rule, intellectual and 
idealllaw, in and to the creature s Power, 
WAll, Spirit, being three coeffential in one 
God, and three diftin@ inthe Creature 
concerning his operations, though one 
in the vniuerfality oftheir fubie@, much 
more in the caufe whereon they depend.

1 N the hiftory ofthe Creation we finde 
thus. Inthe beginning God made heas 
uen.and earth, &c. as there followeth, 
Wherenote,that the word Deep, aby[[uss 
or Chaos, wasthat which is heere called 
heauen and earth, being yet one confus 
fed. heape or mafle, vndiuided, without 
forme,& void,oueruailed with vniuerfal 
darknes; which darknes was not the pris 
vation of light, becaufe no created or res 
lative light had then bin. But without ae 
ny voice the darknefle was on every fide 
with filence.From this matter, Timeand 
Place only beginneth the fearch of fea

fon, vnderltanding , and created wife: 
dome; vnto which all Philofophy in the 
highe(t Metapbyficks muft’be reduced: 
For noreafon can be given; or inueltiga- 
tion made of that which was not: And 
not any thing euer was,but in fome time 
and place: which haueno vie but onely 
to meéafure and conteiné. But before this 
beginning theirneither was meafure nor 
thing meafured; Conteiner nor thing 
conteined: Andthereforenotime, no 
place: But both had being and begin- 
ning in and with this creation , beeing 
themfelues creatures,and concluded vri- 
der thelaw of Nature:which here inthis 
Refbith with them tooke beginning.

inthe efficient and fubie&. But whether 
thofe names be properor no,concerneth 
not this place : and I haue elfewhere 
paradoxally handled.Ofthe fubftance & 
compolition of heauen many heads haue 
brought forth many hornes: and arming 
their reafons with fantalticall imaginatis 
ons;haue pufhed at each other folong till 
they be all galled. Itis fafficient for vs 
tocontider their vfe and office : that is, 
to deuide the waters aboue fromthe wa- 
ters below;and how being compofed of 
the common Chaos; water and earth, 
more pure then things beneath them, 
letle pure then things aboue them, they 
befolid,fixed, permanent,and as it were 
of animmortall fubftance,patible onely 
by fire. And therefore it is faid,the hea- 
uens are {trong and as a molten glaife, 
For when the Spirit getteth the vpper 
hand in a pureand cleane body,and that 
bodie afterwards of the Spirit in the {e- 
cond coniunction,not by incraflation of 
the {pirit but by fubtilation of the body;

13 
thereis ne naturall alteration nor cor- 
ruption. know that fome writers make 
two diftind materialities, or materias pri- 
mas, fir(t matters in this beginning of 
creation : one containing the water of 
heauen aboue,the other aconfufed matle 
of earth and water,thecorporalitie of all 
fublunarie bodies, But that opinion fee- 
meth to draw a tayle after it of many ab- 
furdities & iricoueniences: & that golde

with that Ta/mudique mylterie of light

frit facelookeno turther. Generally an y 
feed groweth to a perfection of life,bein g 
receiucd in any neere matrice of his own 
hext Genus: though this thing {o produ- 
ced be not {pecificall to any kind, either 
of male or female. And this is ct the na- 
turall power of caufes fubalternately ge- 
nerall. But this is againft the end of {pes 
cificall nature, ever intending the pretere 
uation of the{pecies, and fo the genera- 

tion of things like in {pecie, that may 

haue the like power of propagation in 

their owne kind, which1s not onely acs 
cording to the naturall law, but alfo acs 
cording tothe commaundement. So for 
preferuation of familiesthélewes hada

were children borne. So for chattitie 
and preferuation of families, adultetieis 
forbidden; Yet there be whole generas 
tions of adulterous mixture, according 
tothe naturall gift, though with breach 
of the morall law. The feede of man 
receiued into his proper matrice can na- 
turally produce nothing but man; ¢x~ 
cept in certaine caufes of /aperfetation, 
vnequalitie,.&c. Yet thefe bee called 
vnnaturall errours, &c. and fothey bee, 
becing compared to the finall intent. 
But becing in the matrice of fome other 
Animallthere is formed a Montter, no 
man. Partis ex parte fequitur ventrem. SO 
in all other Animals, eife we fhouldbee 
more full of Affes,& want Mules.Hence 
commeththeprouerb, 4fricafemper ali- 
quia apportat noni, The like wefee in Ve- 
getables, both in grafts & feedes : which 
for themolt part arein the hands of the 
husbandman , and gardener, toalter at 
their pleafure,For,asit is true that nature 
doth produce feede and {permaticall 


fubfiances,{o it is moft certaine that the

hand of man may ioyne them together 
inany other matrice then that by which 
they are{pecificated: or, if they beher- 
maphroditicall , plane them in likefore 
in any other matrice: And beeing fe 
ioyned or planted, nature will fall to 
worke , and neuer ceafe vntill fhee haue 
brought the matter to the laft perfedi- 
on poffible for thofe canfes to induce, 
bee it more or leffe excellent, then 
thefpecies of thefeede.

rifhment of the mother : and though 
this be fuppofed poflibleto be fupplyeds 
yet the nourifhment multbe firl diges 
{ted and {pecificated,for that feed by the 
proper and naturall mother;therefore it 
were altogether impofhble that any na- 
turall birth fhould be hadthereof: And 
morcouer this kind of feed: hath nothing 
to defenditfra the immediatetouch of 
the outward aire,nor to preferuethe vital 
atcheical {pirit in the feed,that it prefent 
lievanith not, and leaue the bedy like a 
common excrement ynprofitable. Elfe 
had Naturewithoutcaufe madethecons 
qunGion of thofefeeds fo clofe,andin a 
matrice { vnfeparable from the female 
body. Which fhewesthe vanity of the 
Authours of the bathing conceptions; 
anddellroyes their magneticall powet 
of the matricesattraction. All thefe Pa- 
‘Toa racel/us 
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The fearch of Caufes. 65 
racel{us vnderltood very well,as inmany 
places he hath fhewed. Wherefore they 
dochim the morewrong,and haue been 
little exercifed in contemplation of genes 
ralities, that traduce his Homanculus or 
Dwarfe, toany vnfeemly or wicked prace 
tife. Nowrefteth the third kinde of our 
divifion,that is Minerals:which differeth 
mainely rom Animals, and agrecth very 
little with Vegetables. Their feedcis 

hermaphroditicall, and that into which 
the{pecifical forme of minerality in eues 
ry kind is immediatly brovght. Byim- 
mediatly | meane, as in the feed of man: 
we lay the forme of man is immediatlie 
brought ; Thatis, man is the laft forme 
which Nature intendeth in that feede, 
and the onely {pecifical forme of which 
that {cede is naturally capable. In this 
kindethereisto bee obferued {pecially 
the difference betweeneit and the other 

two. For in plants with the firft perfectis 

on of the Species out of thefeede, which 

isin the firft germination of the greene 
leafe from the root,the Species is perfect: 

but the indiuiduall body is yet weake, 

tender, and vnperfect, for the {pecificall

yfes ofhis kind. Soin Animals, the /pecies 
is perfected with the Grftreception ofthe 
{pecificall farme? more notably in com- 
mon acception, in parturition, or enixa- 
tion : But the individual body requireth 
time to grow vp to the fulneffe of his 
naturall faculties and fun tions, efpecial- 
ly of the moft natural, which is to muls 
tiply inhis ownekind. “In Minerals it is 
not fo ;for asfoone as they be perfected 
sntheir indiuidvalitie vnder any Species 
of that kind, they be in thefameinftant 
as powerfull in all dower of their natural 
vertues, to all vfes whatfoeuers as if they 
had binexitently perfected 1og00.ages. 
‘And of them; thofe that ‘be multiplicas 


ple, bein the fame inftant as powerfull 


asany other. Forthe whole bodiein the 
homogeneall matter is all feede ': and 
isnot increafed by attraction, but by ap- 
pofition, &c. And generalliethe neecrer 
any thing commeth; in the naturall 
compofition of his fpecificall individua- 
litie,to the fimplicitie of the Elements, 
chefooner after the firft perfection it is 
in the full vigor, for the vie of al vertues, 
endowments; and faculties of his ‘ait 
ee, * an 
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and contrarie, Which is onereafon that 
fome animals be generative foonerthen 
others: and a good paradoxall ground 
for the difference of fenfible foules, and 
the degrees of their more or lefle propine 
quity toreafon & intellect. T he confides 
sation of this differece is very profitable 
inthe whole Chimicall Academie. For 
in thofe things, which being compoun- 
ded are moft homogeneall, and {land in 
the firft or neereftapproximation tothe 
fimplicity of the firlt fymbolizing bodies, 
the whole fubftancein his open body, is 
totallie or very neere, allfeed, regenera- 
ble into a bodie generable and genera- 
tive. Themyfterieof which {choole if 
any bee curiousto vnderftand, let them 
reade good Philofophers. Forcertainely 
more thenone haue delt liberally heres 
in. And in reading let them diligentlie 
obferueandcolle&, whetherfuch feede 
in Metals and other Minerals be pure, or 
mingled with {permaticall fuperfluity, 
asis faidof the other two kinds.2. Next 
whether it beto begotten onely in the 
eatth before the mettall perfected, or 
lie hid alfoin the complete body, and 
may be found by art in diflolution,and 
reerefle

3.And if fo,then whetherit befome par-

Heate 
isoftwo forts: Inward,ornaturall,ofthe 
feede-or fubitance ; the fecond outward 
orinftrumentall of the matrice, and bo- 
dy wherein the matrice is, or of that 
whichis.inflead thereof. By this out- 
ward inftramentall heate the inward na- 
turall ‘heate is ftirred to activitie, and 
from the ileepy power orbability which 
onely it had}brought vato,and continu- 
éd in actuall working vntill the effect be 
perfected. Therefore outward inftra- 
mental] heate muft be fo fitted, that it 
ferueo nely to this exciting of the in- 
ward naturfall heate,in moll exact degree 
and proportion. This may be familiarly 
exemplified in egges; which often are 
ripened, and out of them birds hatched 
by divers manners ofheate ; Notonely 
by incubation and fitting of the fame 
hen, or any other of the fame /pecies 

whofeegges they were, but of fomeo- 

ther fowle, and alfo by any other like 

heate: beit of fand,afhes,é&c. being cons 

tinued in equalladaptation, That which 
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isfpoken ofthe heate of mans bodie, as 
ynder his arme-pits or any other part, is 
fenfleffe: for the vncertaintie of temper, 
with variety, fatiety, want of meate, and 
drinke,and fleepe,and paffionsalters the 
heateboth fubieGtiuely and in degree; 
almoft euery momet. Befides the {weat- 
tie perfpiration paffeth the hell, and 
caufeth putrefaction. Nature hath given 
vsthe firlt experiments of thisreafon : as 
-_ in the Amphibials before {poken of: 
Yob 39.17. andinthe Offrich, whichleaueth her eg ges 
in the earth and maketh them bot in the duft, 
& forgetteth that the foot might (catterthemy, 
or that the wilde béafts might breake them:be 
foeweth bim/elfe cruell unto his yong ones, as 
they were not bisyand ts without feare as if he 
trauatledin vaine, @&c. Too touch heate 
roafteth, whereby the fpirit of lifein the 
feedeis deftroied,and the fubftanceis as 
it were vitrificat. T oolitleheat makesno 
perfect mixture of the agents & paticts; 
& produceth noreciprocal actio & pafli- 
on,whereby the work begun proceedeth 
not;but the matter rots, & the {pirits de- 
cay. A difcotinued heat breaketh off na- 
eures worke,fo that thenaturall heat be- 
ginning

vinning to work in the feed to propaga- 
tid,dieth in it {elfe, & can never bereftos 
red againe,becaufe the {pirit of life inthe 
fame feede alfo dieth: And {fo the matter 
being of eafie mixture and compofition 
putrifieth,without life or power of life,to 
an vnproftable end. But it is not foin 
the things of {tronger mixture & com- 
pofitio being neerer tothe fimplicity of 
the fir{t materialities of bodies copouns 
ded. And therefore not fo eafily fubie 
to deftractive putrefa@ion. Becaufetheie 
very corporal copounding parts be fym- 
bolizing neere the degree of the prime 
{ymbolizing bodies, not altered out of 

thecircle& latitude of the jpeciesdigelted 
or cococted ; except there be addition of 

fomething extraneall in the mixture, For 
then the whole copound cécerning {pe- 
cification yeeldeth tothe predominance 

of the virtuall predominant in the mix- 

ture; Yet {tillis preferued within the de- 

nomination & general etlece of thenext 
immediate genus of that /pecies;not excee- 
ding that circle or latitude, except it be 
directed to our known period of vniuer- 
fality.

Of Vegetables we fee feedes lying on |

the{pirits flie out, Their Ambition of 
victoric and tranfmutation muft needs 
end at laft and determine in fome natu- 
rall compounded bodie which hall not 
be {pecificated toany kinde, Animal], 
Vegetable, or Minerall, But that in ap- 

plication it may be abouethemall, fuch 
as this generalitie of matter. muftneeds 
produce. For where the matter is the

faffereth,by reafon of the triangular {pe- 
cification. If therefore they will grant 
thisin facha matket of meates and fal- 
fets, as'maniis, why may wee not boldly 
requireit much more in{uch abodieas 
we fpeakeof? which having gotren his 
perfection’ int ‘the fire by the naturall 
triumph of allelementsin a quintetfens 
tiall bodie, mu needs hoid this exact 
temperatnent and the dowers thereof 
inuiolably again(t allelementall forces.

Forman being fo muchaboue nas 
ture by how much hee is morethen os 
thersillumined and formally effenfificas 
tedot adivincintelle@, doth ia many 
things hélpe mature to proceede natu- 
rally farther by many degrees, then fhee 
could without that helpe, and fo inthe 
excellence of nature either exceedeth,or 
greatly inricheth nature in the producti- 
onof naturall effects. Bue whether na- 
ture alone hath produced and leftinclo- 
fedin any naturall bodie this myfticall 
tranfcendent, and reall exifting predica- 
ment, itisagreat queltion. Doubtletfe 
fhee hath in acertaine number, and maf{- 
ked vnder a definition of determinate 
vfesin the philofophie of generations, 
But fhe hath not,neither ever (hall per fe, 
without the help of our fcience and art, 
actand produceit in the number which 
we

weadmire ; nor.vnmasked in the glori- 
ous triumph ouer Animals, Vegetables, 
and Minerals,beeing ina high freedome 
of generalitie, indifferent to all, Gens gee 
serum and Forma formarum naturaliun, 
And fo we may truly fay,that this matter 
whereof wee {peake (at which fo many 
good Archers haue bent their bowes) is 
a naturall thing brovghtforthin his vne 
ueiled glorie by the helpe of artsyet isit, 
neither natural] nor artificiall,but hath a 
nature and efIence, exceeding common 
capacitie: And to know in what forme 
or bodie this {trange fonne of the ele- 
ments fhallarife, and in what attire hee

wherein wee fhall finde an admirable 
beautie and proportion.
